Top trip »o far in Sussex 
was made by the Newhaven- 
based bonnier Alvyna. She 
brought hack 20,(jni) scallops, 
while oven the small boats are 
averaging around o.ftOu 3 trip. 

Some of the bigger boats in 
Sussex are working six 
dredges a side. 

In Devon, many of the big 
freamers have joined in the 
scallop strike which started to 
get underway at the begin¬ 
ning of the year. Top prices 
were at one time as high as 
fl.-ll* a dozen, but have now 
averaged out to £1.30. 

Brixham skipper Dave 
Becunsall, with the 80ft. 
Jncomina, told Fishing News, 
that he thought the best of the 
scallops haa gone. His best 
haul had been one of 200 
dozen; last week his top Bhot 
was 70 dozen. Working 48- 
bour trips, Dave Beconsall 
said there was money to be 
made, but there were also 
some heavy expenses which 
run out at about £120 a week 
for gear and dredges.

The vessel 
returned from the Irish 
Sea grounds with 140 kits 
which sold for £3.842.

L. Taylor Ltd. is a superb 
scale builder’s model of a 
long-forgotten steam 
trawler — Ladysmith (GY 
183). 

She was one of the first new 
vessels built for Henry Lewis 
Taylor, the company’s 
founder, by Cochrane & Sous 
Ltd. of Selby in 1906. 

The model was bought

The Dutch company also 
wants to build storage tanks, 
living accommodation and 
car parking facilities on land 
adjacent to an existing fish 
processing factory, although 
it has not yet applied to the 
Western Isles Island Council 
for planning; permission. 

The Dutch will have their 
own fleet of about ten vessels 
which are expected to exploit 
the vast shoals of blue whiting 
off the Hebrides. 

Jeremy Western, a partner 
of the Manchester surveying 
firm, Dunlop Haywood, said 
that the new plant would 
manufacture fish meal and 
various fish oils. Sand eels 
would be among the plant’s 
intake. 

“The UK balance of 
payments will benefit to a 
considerable extent because 
we Import a very considerable 
amount of fish meal." 

Providing planning per 
mission is forthcoming, the 
plant expects to star 
operating some time next 
year. Fish will be landed on i 
new quay — part of the plan 
nine application. 

Joe Mclean, secretary of 
Aberdeen Trawler Officers’ 
Guild, said claims that the 
multi-million pound Dutch 
project would turn the 
Western Isles into a larger 
fish centre than Aberdeen are 
“nonsense".

OUT OF all the publici¬ 
ty surrounding the cod 
war, there are three 
ships working in 
Icelandic waters 
whose prescence has 
gone largely unoticed. 
In spite of this they are 
considered essential to 
the safety of the 
British trawler fleet. 

The three ships are the 
support ships operated by the 
Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food. 

The main purpose of the 
support ships, which were be¬ 
ing used long before the dis¬ 
pute started, was to provide 
accurate weather informa¬ 
tion, but this role has been ex¬ 
tended. 

Two of the support ships 
are converted stem trawlers 
on charter to the MAFF: The 
Othello and Hausa. The third 
is Miranda, owned by the 
DTI, which lias been exten¬ 
sively coverted to fill the sup¬ 
port ship rule. 

With a big British fleet now 
working nfl Norway, Othello 
has recently been switched to 
cover this area. 

Meteorology remains the 
prime function of support 
vessels and they are equipped 
with extensive recording 
equipment to take their own 
readings, as well as special 
equipment which can 
reproduce weather charts 
transmitted by radio. 
Weather reports are also 
received from a large number
